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Ppople  are  reluctant  to  talk  about  it. 
Southerners  in  particular  are  taught 
from  an  early  aee  that  it's  undigni¬ 
fied  to  bring  up  the  subject  in  refined  com¬ 
pany.  Baptists  specifically  shy  away  from 
discussing  it,  out  of  concern  that  people 
will  think  our  focus  is  in  the  wrong  place. 

Sometimes,  though,  you've  just  got  to 
talk  about  money,  and  mis  is.  one  of  those 
times. 

The  final  accountings  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  for  the  gifts  Mississippi  Baptists 
gave  to  the  work  of  our  Lord  in  the

Total  CP  gifts  of  $26,086,167  fully  funded 
the  1997  basic  budget  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  (MBCB)  and  also 
funded  the  challenge  portion  of  the  budget, 
meaning  missions  ana  Christian  higher  edu¬ 
cation  received  additional  funding  above  the 
amounts  already  included  in  the  basic  bud¬ 
get.  (See  page  three  of  this  issue  for  details.) 

The  good  news  about  our  giving  doesn't 
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stop  there.-.  Mississippi 
Baptists  also  retained- 
their  perennial  leadership 
in  giving  to  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  Offering 
for  International  Missions 
(LMCO),  which  supports 
4,000  missionaries  around 
the  world  who  seek  to 
answer  the  Great  Com¬ 
mission  (Matt.  28:18-20) 
with  our  support. 

For  1996  (the  last  year 
for  which  figures  are 
available),  Mississippi 
was  the  number  one  state 
in  three  of  the  four  major 
LMCO  giving  categories 
listed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  International  Mis¬ 
sion  Board. 

None  of  the  dollar  fig¬ 
ures,  however,  can  begin 
to  encompass  the  enor¬ 
mous  amount  of  time  and 
talent  Mississippi  Baptist 
volunteers  pour  into  the 
Lord's  work.  From  Back¬ 
yard  Bible  Clubs  in  Vene¬ 
zuela  to  total  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  a  burned  African- 
American  church  in 
Amite  County,  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  respond.

nation.  Mississippi  Baptists  understand 
who  we  are,  and  whose  we  are.

BOSTON  (BP)  —  Problem  gambling 
isn't  just  a  matter  of  a  psychological  {disor¬ 
der  such  as  addiction,  a  study  by  the 
^Harvard  Medical  School  division  on 
addictions  reports,  and  it's  a  prob- 
that  affects  nearly  10% 
and  college  students. 

The  study  was  funded 
the  gamming  industry 
National  Center  fc 
Responsible  Gaming.  Data 
from  120  gambling  studies 
of  adult,  adolescent,  and 
special  populations  pub¬ 
lished  between  1977-97 
was  utilized,  in  what 
experts  regard  as  "the  most 
comprehensive  analysis 
ever  of  compulsive 
ambling,"  according 
to  a  New  York  Times 
report  Dec.  7. 

According  to  the 
study,  "scientists  and 
ublic  policy  makers 
ave  paid  insufficient 
attention  to  level  2  (i.e., 
sub-clinical  levels  of  gam¬ 
bling  disorders)  gam¬ 
blers"  in  the  United  States 
Canada. 

The  study  noted:  "Level  2 
gamblers  are  much  greater  in  num¬ 
ber  than  their  level  3  counterparts." 
Level  2,  according  to  the  report, 
involves  "a  pattern  of  gambling  that  is 
associated  with  a  wide  range  of  adverse 
reactions  or  consequences,"  while  level  3 
involves  "disordered  gambling  which  sat¬ 
isfies  'diagnostic'  criteria."

At  level  2  in  problem  gambling,  for 
example,  the  study  reported  9.45%  of 
youth  and  9.28%  or  college  students  will 
reach  that  level  of  problem  gambling  at 
some  point  in  their  lives. 

Noting  "past-year  rates"  provide  "a  bet¬ 
ter  representation"  of  current  statistics,  the 
study  noted  14.82%  of  youth  had  level  2 
gambling  problems  in  the  past  year. 

Utilizing  even  the  more  conservative 
9.45%  figure,  an  estimated  6.4  million  of 
the  nation's  68.7  million  youth  under  age 
18  will  face  level  2  gamblini 
ing  their  lives

Just  as  alarming,  level  3  gambling  disor¬ 
ders  will  be  experienced  by  3.88%  of  youth 
in  their  lifetimes,  with  5.77%  having  expe¬ 
rienced  level  3  problems  in  the  past  year, 
the  study  reported.

The  study  estimated  the  addiction  rate 
among  the  adult  population  increased  to 
1.29%  during  a  1994-97  time  frame,  up 
from  .84%  during  a  1977-93  time  frame. 

At  present,  1.6%  of  adults  will  have  a 
problem  with  level  3  gambling  at  some 
point  in  their  lives,  with  1.14%  having  had 
level  3  problems  in  the  past  year. 

Paul  Jones  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Christian  Action  Commission  and  one  of 
the  gambling  industry's  leading  oppo¬ 
nents,  called  the  Harvard  study  proof  Atnat 
gambling  is  hurting  people*  and  is  "a 
growing  problem,"  both  in  the  "measur¬ 
able  increase  of  persons  who  have  gam¬ 
bling  disorders/  and  in  the  disorders 
being  "higher  among  young  people  than 
the  general  population."

COLUMBIA,  S.C.  (BP)  —  Add  South 
Carolina  to  the  list  of  states  suffering  from 
an  acute  case  of  gambling. 

Through  video  poker.  South  Carolina 
offers  "the  nations  widest-open  gam¬ 
bling,"  according  to  The  Wall  Street  Journal 
in  a  front-page  article  Dec.  2. 

"...  if  you  want  to  do  a  laboratory  test  of 
unregulated  gambling.  South  Carolina  is 
it,"  anti-gambling  attorney  Richard  Gergel 
of  Columbia  tola  The  Journal. 

The  31,000  video  poker  machines  in  South 
Carolina  —  many  in  restaurants,  gas  stations 
and  convenience  stores  —  will  take  in  an  esti¬ 
mated  $2  billion  this  year  —  as  much  as  gas 
stations  across  the  state.  The  entire  state  bud¬ 
get,  meanwhile,  is  $5.4  billion. 

Gamblers  Anonymous  chapter?  have 
jumped  to  27  in  South  Carolina;  fours  years 
ago,  there  were  eight. 

South  Carolina,  compared  to  other 
states  with  video  poker,  "has  almost  no 
rules  and  the  ones  it  does  have  are  unen¬ 
forced,"  William  Thompson,  an  expert  on 
gambling  and  public  policy  at  the 
University  of  Nevada,  Las  Vegas,  told  The 
Wall  Street  Journal. 

"There's  no  assurance  that  the  machines 
are  honest,  there's  no  electronic  monitoring 
of  revenues,"  Thompson  said.  "It's  a 
farce."  Video  poker's  »2  billion  '97  take  is 
based  on  honor-system  reporting  by  gam¬ 
bling  operators,  Tne  Journal  noted. 

On  tne  national  gambling  front,  in  the  first 
large-scale  statistical  investigation  of  gam¬ 
bling  and  suicide,  suicide  rates  in  Las  Vegas, 
with  the  highest  suicide  rate  in  the  nation, 
and  Reno,  Nev.,  and  Atlantic  City,  N.J.,  are  up 
to  four  times  higher  than  comparably  sized 
cities  where  gambling  is  not  legal. 

The  study,  by  David  Phillips,  a  professor 
of  sociology  at  the  University  of  California 
in  San  -Diego,  of  death  certificates  in  the 


three  gambling-oriented  cities,  is  reported 
in  the  December  issue  of  the  journal 
Suicide  and  Life-Threatening  Behavior. 

Phillips  told  The  New  York  Times  he  got 
the  idea  for  the  study  in  talking  to 
Gamblers  Anonymous  telephone  coun¬ 
selors  in  Texas.  Callers  would  say,  "I've 
embezzled  all  the  company's  funds,  my 
kids  can't  go  to  college,  there's  no  money 
left  for  groceries  and  1  don't  see  any  way 
out,"  Phillips  recounted. 

Phillips  told  The  Times  that  because  of  a 
long  lag  In  the  compilation  of  death  certifi¬ 
cates  nationwide,  it  is  not  yet  possible  to 
determine  whether  a  similar  increase  in 
suicide  rates  has  occurred  in  the  24  states 
that  have  legalized  casino-type  gambling 
in  the  last  10  years. 

Phillips  reported  that  1.  in  25  visitor 
deaths  on  average  in  Las  Vegas  is  a  suicide, 
four  times  the  national  average  of  1  in  100 
visitor  deaths.  A  visitor  death  is  defined  as 
a  death  of  a  person  from  another  state 
while  visiting  tne  city  in  question. 

Phillips  also  notea  that  Americans  spend 
nearly  as  much  on  gambling  —  6%  of  the 
G.N.r.,  according  to  a  Standard  &  Poor's 
Corporation  1996  survey  —  as  they  do  on 
family  groceries  —  8%,  The  Times  reported. 

In  South  Carolina,  video  poker  moved 
from  "a  back-room  game  of  dubious  legali¬ 
ty"  to  "judicial  ana  legislative  sanction  in 
tne  1990s  as  a  low-stakes,  small-scale  excep¬ 
tion  to  the  (state's)  general  gambling  ban," 
The  Journal  recounted.  "But  because  of  the 
weak  enforcement,  legal  loopholes  and 
aggressive  litigation  by  video-poker  opera¬ 
tors,  this  narrow  breach  has  blown  open  to 
create  a  multibillion-dollar  industry  that 
now  afflicts  the  state's  soul.  The  courts, 
churches,  and  legislatures  are  now  locked  in 
a  fevered  debate'  Over  whether  the  game 
should  be  banned  outright,  or  heavily  regu¬ 


lated  and  taxed  to  support  education." 

In  1994,  12  of  the  state's  46  counties 
voted  to  ban  video  poker.  But  industry 
lawyers  convinced  the  state  Supreme 
Court  in  19%  that  the  vote  was  unconstitu¬ 
tional  because  the  state  criminal  code  must 
be  uniformly  applied. 

"They've  hired  the  best  lobbyists  in  the 
state  and  basically  bought  a  lot  of  support 
with  campaign  money/  Darrell  Jackson,  a 
state  senator  and  minister,  told  The 
Journal.  Jackson  acknowledged  receiving 
contributions  from  video-poxer  operators 
when  he  first  ran  for  office  in  1992  —  and 
later  voting  in  support  of  industry  posi¬ 
tions. 

Jackson  told  The  Journal  he  changed  his 
position,  however,  when  one  of  his  con¬ 
stituents  came  to  him  for  help  —  as  a  min¬ 
ister,  not  as  a  politician.  The  woman  had 
gambled  away  ner  savings  and  even  spent 
money  her  teenage  daughter  had  earned 
working  at  a  fast-food  restaurant  and  set 
aside  for  her  college  education. 

In  September,  a  10-day-old  infant  died 
in  a  sweltering  car  while  her  mother 
played  video  poker  for  hours.  The  Journal 
reported,  quoting  one  addict  as  saying, 
"I've  lost  $38,000  in  three  years,  but  what 
I've  really  lost  is  my  character.  I've  lied  to 
my  mother,  to  my  wife,  to  my  children.  I'd 
get  home  two  hours  late  and  stop  to  smear 
myself  with  engine  grease  so  I  could  tell 
my  wife  I  had  battery  problems."  Another 
woman  told  the  newspaper,  "I  wish  this 
-was  outlawed,  because  I'm  addicted  and  I 
can't  stop." 

"Video  poker  is  the  crack  cocaine  of 
gambling,  "Carl  Carlin,  an  addiction  coun¬ 
selor  at  a  psychiatric  hospital  in  Aiken, 
S.C.,  told  The  Journal,  calling  it  "insidious" 
in  its  "immediacy,  intensity  and  the  way  it 
takes  Over  your  fife." 
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
